The present compounds are novel over D2-D5 in view of their O atom bridge 
between the 2 phenyl rings and in view of their monosubstituted piperidine ring 
tetrahydropyridine ring.

The closest prior art is represented by D2 and D4 which disclose piperidine 
derivatives useful as antidepressant agents (see D2, claim 6 and D4, table I). Said
